In May, 1969, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that the Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) Work-In Project was initiated 
by the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) youth forces in SDS. 
This project was developed by PLP to encourage students 
to obtain jobs in industry in furtherance of their line 
of a worker-student alliance. PLP holds the Marxist - 
Leninist tenet and a revolution will only come about 
through the efforts of the working class in rising up 
to destroy their ruling class oppressors, hence, this 
project for students. ) 


At the National Council (NC) meeting of SDS 
held in December, 1968, at Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
Bernardine Dohrn agreed to the PLP demand that 15,000 
copies of a manual entitled "Work-In, a National SDS 
Summer Project", be printed by the SDS National Office. 
Even so, however, the national leaders of SDS did not 
agree with the PLP line nor with the contents of the 
proposed manual. met 


At the March, 1969, NC meeting held in Houston, 
Texas, the national leaders of SDS defeated the PLP forces 
and their worker-student alliance line. +1 


The national leadership of SDS differs with the 
e LP on the aspect of students obtaining jobs in industry 
Juto the extent that PLP directs these students to organize 
,lwitbh the workers. The national 2, 47 ip of SDS currently

they are to learn from the workers rather than to interject

As of May 13, 1969, the National Office of SDS 
* did not have a national summer program. During May, 
1969, however, there will be various regional meetings 
held throughout the country which will discuss summer 
program activity. .Opinion varies among the leadership 
of SDS at this time whether or not community work would 
: be more advantageous for individual SDS members rather 
i than a specific work-in program in industry. This question 
: will be resolved at the various regional meetings to be 
held in May. 


Characterizations of the SDS and PLP 
are attached hereto. 
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= STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 
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` The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as 

it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop.a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"radically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago,

A source advised on June 3, 1968, that the PLP held its Second 
National Convention in New York City May 31 to June 2, 1968, at which 
time the PLP reasserted its objective of the establishment of a militant 
"working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. This is to be 
accomplished through the Party's overall revolutionary strategy of 
raising the consciousness of the people and helping to provide ideological 
leadership in the working class struggle for state power. 
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The source also advised that at the Second National Convention 
Milton Rosen was unanimously re-elected National Chairman of the PLP 
and Levi Laub, Fred Jerome, Jarcd Isracl, William Epton, Jacob Rosen, 
Jeffrey Gordon and Walter Linder were clected as the National Committee 
to lead the PLP until the. next convention. 


. The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor," a bimonthly magazine; 
"World Revolution," a quarterly periodical; and "Challenge-Desafio," a 
monthly newspaper. 


The August, 1968, issue of "Challenge-Desafio" sets forth 
that "above all, this paper 15 dedicated to the fight for a new way of life- 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, factories, 
the police, courts, and the entire Government on every level."
